SIXTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE STATE FOOD 

DEPARTMENT.

Eon, Edward F. Dunne, Governor of Illinois, Springfield, Illinois. 

Sir: I respectfully present my report as Pood Commissioner for 
the year 1915. I shall deal as briefly as possible with the work of the 
department and summarize the more important results and develop- 
ments for the year. 

During the year 1915, there were received at the department for 
analysis 6,513 samples; 3,968 of these samples were taken up officially 
by the inspectors; 250 were sent in by health officers or Staters attorneys; 
351 analyzed for the State Board of Administration; 103 samples com- 
posite herd milk samples; 999 samples from individual cows or herd 
tests ; 945 stock food samples. 

Of the 3,968 samples taken up, 1,519 were found to be illegal, or a 
total of 38.3 per cent. 

This shows that 2,449 of the 3,968 official samples taken up met the 
requirements of the law. 

Of the 1,519 illegal samples, persons manufacturing, jobbing or 
dispensing these goods were either notified to correct the same, where 
the offense was one that could be corrected and there was no unwhole- 
some ingredient, or they received a notice of hearing, at the department, 
on the more flagrant violations. As a result of the 1,519 notices to cor- 
rect or hearings, approximately 1,000 cases were adjusted by the correct- 
ing of the illegal labels, or the withdrawing from sale of the illegal 
articles. 

It is the policy of the department that wherever we can, we get the 
dealer, manufacturer or jobber to voluntarily take back the goods and 
destroy them (if they should be destroyed), for it is in this manner we 
save not only time and expense, but we get a corrected condition much 
more readily than where we go into court and start proceedings to get 
an order to condemn the goods. 

As a result of the hearings, 202 cases were recommended for prose- 
cution. I refer you to the Attorney's Report as to the flnal outcome of 
these cases. Three hundred one ceises given hearings were dismissed 
upon agreement to destroy or return to manufacturer the illegal articles. 
Our inspectors, wherever possible, see the goods sent to the dump or 
destroyed — if they can be destroyed on the premises. Where they can- 
not witness the destruction or the hauling to the dump, we make the 
party give us the receipt from the party who teams the goods away for 
destruction. 

In a city like Chicago, there is an enormous traffic in what are 
known as "salvage goods'' — ^goods that have been damaged in fires and 
in wrecks. We have to keep men at these large salvage houses aU the 
time, and it is no exaggeration to say that carloads of illegal foods are 
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destroyed by order of the department. Were we to tie up all these goods 
and go into court for an order to destroy, the expense and delay would 
be enormous, and we are glad to report a cooperation amongst these 
people that makes it possible for us to save both this time and money. 

The department has issued during the year licenses to 622 manu- 
facturers, jobbers and dealers in concentrated commercial feeding stuffs, 
<Jovering 1,239 brands; total amount of money paid to the State Treas- 
urer for the above was $30,975, which sum is an increase of 30 per cent 
over this item for last year. 

The department has also issued 404 milk testers^ licenses, for which 
the sum of $404 was received by. this department, which money was 
forwarded to the State Treasurer, and his receipt for which is held at 
this oflBce. * 

None of the funds for stock food licenses was received at this de- 
partment. Licenses were issued after report from the State Treasurer 
that he had received the money. 

The attorney reports he has prosecuted 141 food cases and 21 sani- 
tary cases. There are still 62 cases pending. That the fines assessed by 
the courts during the past year amounted to $1,625.

During the past year the department, through its inspectors, has 
visited 1,320 towns and made official inspections of 18,132 establish- 
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ments used for the production, preparation, or distribution of foods, and 
also 14,080 reinspections. As a result of these inspections our in- 
spectors have had destroyed as unfit for food 76,747 pounds of decom- 
posed meat, fish, and poultry; 76,747 cans of spoiled canned goods; 
13,657 pounds of contaminated dried fruits; 19,715 pounds of candy and 
confectionery; 1,368 pounds of nuts; 16,200 pounds of sugar; 3,786 
pounds of coffee; 2,528 bags of fiour; 688 gallons of milk; 8 wagon loads 
of watermelons; and 99,533 pounds of foodstuffs not included in above 
items.

As pointed out in previous reports the per cent of illegal samples 
cannot be taken as the prevailing condition of that particular product 
in the State as a whole. Inspectors are instructed to take official samples 
only when there is good reason to believe that the product is in violation 
of the law. In this way, the ratio of illegal samples to the total number 
analyzed should be high. 

Under separate headings, there will be found a detailed discussion 
of the food in question where such seems warranted. Attention is called 
to the plan of extensive municipal milk surveys, which is reported under 
the heading ^^Dairy Products." Also, of special interest is the work on 
the improvement of the egg industry.

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STANDARDS ADOPTED BY THE STATE FOOD STANDARD 
COMMISSION IN FORCE JANUARY 1^ 1916. 



PRINCIPLES ON WHICH STANDARDS ARE BASED.- 

1. The standards are expressed in the form of definitions. 

2. Any substance not Included in the definition of an article is excluded. 
3< The name of an article wherever used in any definition, always has 

the meaning given to it in the definition of that article by this commission. 

STANDARD FOR FOOD PRODUCTS. 

I. ANIMAL. PRODUCTS. 

A. MEATS AND THE PRINCIPAL. MEAT PRODUCTS. 

MEATS. 

1. MEAT, FLESH, is any clean, sound, dressed, and properly prepared 
edible part of animals in good health at the time of slaughter, and if it 
bears a name descriptive of its kind, composition, or origin, it corresponds 
thereto. The term "animals," as herein used, includes not only mammals, 
but fish, fowl, crustaceans, mollusks, and all other animals used for food. 

2. FRESH MEAT is meat from animals recently slaughtered and prop- 
erly cooled until delivered to the consumer. 

3. COLD STORAGE MEAT is meat from animals recently slaughtered 
and preserved by refrigeration until delivered to the consumer. 

4. SALTED, PICKLED, AND SMOKED MEATS are unmixed meats 
preserved by salt, sugar, spices, vinegar, or smoke, singly or in combination, 
whether in bulk or in suitable containers. 

MANUFACTURED MEATS. 

1. MANUFACTURED MEATS are not included in paragraphs 2, 3, and 
4, whether simple or mixed, whole or comminuted, in bulk or in suitable 
containers, with or without the addition of salt, sugar, vinegar, spices, 
smoke, oils, or rendered fat If they bear names descriptive of kind, com- 
position, or origin, they correspond thereto, and when bearing such de- 
scriptive names, if force or fiavoring meats are used, the kind and quantity 
thereof are made known. 

LARD. 

1. LARD is the rendered fresh fat from hogs in good health at the time 
of slaughter; is clean, free from rancidity, and contains necessarily incor- 
porated in the process of rendering, not more than one (1) per cent of 
substances other than fatty acids and fat. 

2. LEAF LARD is lard rendered at moderately high temperatures from 
the internal fat of the abdomen of the hog, excluding that adherent to the 
intestines, and has an iodine number not greater than sixty (60). 

3. NEUTRAL LARD is lard rendered at low temperature. 

B. MILK PRODUCTS. 

MILK. 

1. BLENDED MILK is milk modified in its composition so as to have 
a definite and stated percentage of one or more of its constituents. 
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2. SKIM MILK is milk from which a part or all of the cream has been 
removed, and contains not less than nine and one-quarter (9.25) per cent 
of milk solids. 

3. PASTEURIZED MIUC is milk that has been heated below boiling 
but sufficiently to kill most of the active organisms present, and immediately 
cooled to 50° Pahr. or lower. 

4. STERILIZED MILK is milk that has been heated at the temperature 
of boiling water or higher for a length of time sufficient to kill all organ- 
isms present. 

5. CONDENSED SKIM MILK is skim milk from which a considerable 
portion of water has been evaporated. 

6. BUTTERMILK is the product that remains when butter is removed 
from milk or cream in the process of churning. 

7. GOATS' MILK, EWES' MILK, BT CETERA, are the fresh, clean 
lacteal secretions, free from colostrum, obtained by the complete milking of 
healthy animals other than cows, properly fed and kept, and conform in 
name to the species of animal from which they are obtained. 

8. EVAPORATED MILK, UNSWEETENED CONDENSED MILK, is milk 
from which a considerable portion of the water has been evaporated and 
contains not less than seven and eight-tenths per cent (7.8%) of milk fat, 
and not less than twenty-five and five-tenths per cent (25.5%) of total 
milk solids. 

MILK FAT OR BUTTER PAT. 

1. MILK FAT, BUTTER FAT, is the fat of milk and has a Reichdrt- 
Meissl number not less than twenty-four (24) and a specific gravity not 
less than 0.905 40** C. 

BUTTER. 

1. BUTTER is the clean, nonrancid product made by gathering in any 
manner the fat of fresh or ripened milk or cream into a mass, which also 
contains a small portion of the other milk constituents, with or without salt, 
and contains not less than eighty-two and five-tenths (82.5) per cent of milk 
fat. The addition of harmless coloring matter is permitted. 

2. RENOVATED BUTTER, PROCESS BUTTER, is the product made by 
melting butter and reworking, without the addition or use of chemicals or 
any substances except milk, cream or salt, and contains not more than six- 
teen (16) per cent of water and at least eighty-two and five-tenths (82.5) 
per cent of milk fat. The addition of harmless coloring matter is permitted. 

CHEESE. 

1. CHEESE is the sound, solid, and ripened product made from milk 
or cream by coagulating the casein thereof with rennet or lactic acid, with 
or without the addition of ripening ferments and seasoning, and contains. 
In the water-free substance, not less than fifty (50) per cent of milk fat. 
The addition of harmless coloring matter is permitted. 

2. SKIM MILK CHEESE is the sound, and ripened product made from 
skim milk by coagulating the casein thereof with rennet or lactic acid, with, 
or without the addition of ripening ferments and seasoning. The addition 
of harmless coloring matter is permitted. 

3. GOATS' MILK CHEESE, EWES' MILK CHEESE, ET CETERA, are 
the sound, ripened products made from the milks of the animals specified, 
by coagulating the casein thereof with rennet or lactic acid, with or with- 
out the addition of ripening ferments and seasoning. The addition of harm- 
less coloring matter is permitted. 

. MISCELLANEOUS MILK PRODUCTS. 

1. WHEY is the product remaining after the removal of fat and casein 
from milk in the process of cheese making. 

2. KUMISS is the product made by the alcoholic fermentation of mare's 
or cow's milk. 
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II. VEGETABLE PRODUCTS. 
A. GRAIN PRODUCTS. 
GRAINS AND MEALS. 

1. GRAIN is the fully matured, clean, sound, air dry seed of wheat, 
maize, rice, oats, rye, buckwheat, barley, sorghum, millet, or spelt 

2. MEAL is the clean, sound product made by grinding grain. 

3. FLOUR is the clean, fine, sound product made by bolting wheat meal 
and contains not more than thirteen and one-half (13.5) per cent of moisture, 
not less than one and twenty-five hundredths (1.25) per cent of nitrogen, 
and not more than one (1) per cent of ash, and not more than fifty- 
hundredths (0.50) per cent of fiber. 

4. GRAHAM FLOUR is unbolted wheat meal. 

5. GLUTEN FLOUR is the clean, sound, product made from flour by 
the removal of starch and contains not less than five and six-tenths (5.6) 
per cent nitrogen and not more than ten (10) per cent of moisture. 

6. MAIZE MEAL, CORN MEAL, INDIAN CORN MEAL, is meal made 
from sound maize grain and contains not more than fourteen (14) per cent 
of moisture, not less than one and twelve-hundredths (1.12) per cent of 
nitrogen, and not more than one and six-tenths (1.6) per cent of ash. 

7. RICE is the hulled, or hulled and polished grain of Oryza Sativa. 

8. OATMEAL is meal made from hulled oats and contains not more 
than twelve (12) per cent of moisture, not more than one and five-tenths 
(1.5) per cent of crude fiber, not less than two and twenty-four hundredths 
(2.24) per cent of nitrogen, and not more than two and two-tenths (2.2) 
per cent of ash. 

9. RYE FLOUR is the fine, clean, sound product made by bolting rye 
meal and contains not more than thirteen and one-half (13.5) per cent of 
moisture, not less than one and thirty-six hundredths (1.36) per cent of 
nitrogen, and not more than one and twenty-five hundredths (1.25) per cent 
of ash. 

10. BUCKWHEAT FLOUR is bolted buckwheat meal and contains not 
more than twelve per cent of moisture, not less than one and twenty-eight 
hundredths (1.28) per cent of nitrogen, and not more than one and seventy- 
five hundredths (1.75) per cent of ash. 

B. FRUITS AND VEGETABLES. 
FRUIT AND FRUIT PRODUCTS. 

(Except fruit Juices, fresh, sweet and fermented, and vinegars.) 

1. FRUITS are the clean, sound, edible, fieshy fruitifications of plants, 
distinguished by their sweet, acid and ethereal flavors. 

2. DRIED FRUIT is the clean, sound product made by drying mature, 
properly prepared, fresh fruit in such a way as to take up no harmful sub- 
stance and conforms in name to the fruit used in its preparation; SUN 
DRIED FRUIT is dried fruit made by drying without the use of artificial 
means; EVAPORATED FRUIT is dried fruit made by drying with the use 
of artificial means. 

3. EVAPORATED APPLES are evaporated fruit made from peeled and 
cored apples, and contain not more than twenty-seven (27) per cent mois- 
ture determined by the usual commercial method of drying for four (4) 
hours at a temperature of boiling water. 

4. CANNED FRUIT is the sound product made by sterilizing clean, 
sound, properly matured and prepared fresh fruit, by heating with or with- 
out sugar (sucrose) and spices and keeping in suitable, clean, hermetically 
sealed containers, and conforms in name to the fruit used in its preparation. 

5. PRESERVE is the sound product made from clean, sound, properly 
matured and prepared fresh fruit and sugar (sucrose) sirup, with or without 
spices or vinegar, and conforms in name to that of the fruit used. 

6. HONEY PRESERVE is preserve in which honey is used in place of 
sugar (sucrose) sirup. 
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7. CORN SIRUP OR GLUCOSE PRESERVE is preserve In which corn 
sirup or a glucose product is used in place of sugar (sucrose) sirup. 

8. JAM, MARMALADE, is the sound product made from clean, sound, 
properly matured and prepared fresh fruit and sugar (sucrose) with or 
without spices or vinegar, by boiling to a pulpy or semi-solid consistence, 
and conforms in name to the fruit or fruits used. 

9. CORN SIRUP OR GLUCOSE JAM OR MARMALADE is jam or mar- 
malade in which corn sirup or a glucose product is used in place of sugar 
(sucrose). 

10. FRUIT BUTTER is the sound product made from fruit juice and 
clean, sound, properly matured and prepared fruit, evaporated to a semi- 
solid mass of homogeneous consistence, with or without the addition of 
sugar and spices or vinegar, and conforms in name to the fruit used in its 
preparation. 

11. CORN SIRUP OR GLUCOSE FRUIT BUTTER is fruit butter in 
which corn sirup or a glucose product is used in place of sugar (sucrose). 

12. JELLY is the sound, semi-solid, gelatinous product made by boiling 
clean, sound, properly matured and prepared fresh fruit with water, con- 
centrating the expressed and strained juice, to which sugar (sucrose) is 
added, and conforms in name to the fruit used in its preparation. 

13. CORN SIRUP OR GLUCOSE JELLY is jelly in which corn sirup 
or a glucose product is used in place of sugar (sucrose). 

VEGETABLES. 

1. VEGETABLES are the succulent, clean, sound, edible, parts of herb- 
aceous plants used for culinary purposes. 

2. DRIED VEGETABLES are the clean, sound products made by dry- 
ing properly matured and prepared vegetables in such a way as to take up 
no harmful substance, and conforms in name to the vegetables used in their 
preparation; SUN DRIED VEGETABLES are dried vegetables made by dry- 
ing without the use of artificial means; EVAPORATED VEGETABLES are 
dried vegetables made by drying with the use of artificial means. 

3. CANNED VEGETABLES are sound, properly matured and prepared 
fresh vegetables, with or without salt, sterilized by heat, with or without 
previous cooking in vessels from which they take up no metallic substance, 
kept in suitable, clean, hermetically sealed containers, are sound and con- 
form in name to the vegetables used in their preparation. 

4. SAUERKRAUT is clean, sound, properly prepared cabbage, mixed 
with salt, and subjected to fermentation. 

5. CATCHUP, CATSUP, ICETCHUP, is the clean, sound product made 
from properly prepared pulp of clean, sound, fresh, ripe tomatoes with or 
without spices and with or without sugar and vinegar; MUSHROOM 
OATCHTJP, WALNUT CATCHUP, ET CETERA, are catchups made as above 
described, and conform in name to the substances used In their preparation. 

C. SUGARS AND RELATED SUBSTANCES. 

SUGAR AND SUGAR PRODUCTS. 

SUGARS. 

1. SUGAR is the product chemically known as sucrose (saccharose), 
chiefly obtained from sugar cane, sugar beets, sorghum, maple, and palm. 

2. GRANULATED, LOAF, CUT, MILLED AND POWDERED SUGARS 
are different forms of sugar and contain at least ninety-nine and five-tenths 
(99.5) per cent of sucrose. 

3. MASSECUITE. MELADA, MUSH SUGAR AND CONCRETE are 
products made by evaporating the purified juice of a sugar-producing plant 
or a solution of sugar, to a solid or semi-solid consistence, and in which the 
sugar chiefly exists in a crystalline state. 
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SIRUPS. 

1. SUGAR-CANE SIRUP is sirup made by the evaporation, of the juice 
of the sugar-cane or by the solution of the sugar-cane concrete, and contains 
not more than thirty (80) per cent of water and not more than two and 
five-tenths (2.5) per cent of ash. 

2. SORGHUM SIRUP is sirup made by the evaporation of sorghum 
juice or by the solution of sorghum concrete, and contains not more than 
thirty (30) per cent of water and not more than two and five-tenths (2.5) 
per cent of ash. 

3. MAPLE SIRUP is sirup made by the evaporation of maple sap or^ 
by the solution of maple concrete, and contains not more than thirty-five 
(35) per cent of water and not less than forty-five hundredths (0.45) per 
cent of maple sirup ash. 

4. SUGAR SIRUP is the product made by dissolving sugar to the con- 
sistence of a sirup and contains not more than thirty-five (35) per cent of 
water. 

CANDY. 

1. CANDT is a product made from a saccharine substance or sub- 
stances, with or without the addition of harmless coloring, flavoring, or filling 
materials and contains no terra alba, barytes, talc, chrome yellow, paraffin 
or other mineral substances, or poisonous colors or flavors, or other in- 
gredients deleterious or detrimental to health, or any vinous, malt, or 
spirituous liquor or compounds, or narcotic drug. 

HONEY. 

1. COMB HONEY is honey contained in the cells of the comb. 

2. EXTRACTED HONEY is honey which has been separated from the 
uncrushed comb by centrifugal force or gravity. 

3. STRAINED HONEY is honey removed from the crushed comb by 
straining or other means. 

D. CONDIMENTS (EXCEPT VINEGAR AND SALT). 

A. SPICES. 

1. SPICES are aromatic vegetable substances used for the seasoning 
of food and from which no portion of any volatile oil or other flavoring prin- 
ciple has been removed and which are clean, sound, and true to name. 

2. ALLSPICE, PIMENTO is the dried fruit of the PIMENTA PIMENTA 
(L) Karst, and contains not less than eight (8) per cent of the quercitannic 
acid; not more than six (6) per ceut of total ash, not more than five-tenths 
(0.5) per cent of ash insoluble In hydrochloric acid, and not more than 
twenty-five (25) per cent of crude fiber. 

3. ANISE is the fruit of the PIMPINELLA ANISUM L. 

4. BAY LEAF is the dried leaf of LAURUS NOBILIS L. 

5. CAPEJRS are the flower buds of CAPPARIS SPINOSA L. 

6. CARAWAY is the fruit of CARUM CARVI L. 

CAYENNE AND* RED PEPPERS,

7. RED PEPPER is the red, dried, ripe fruit of any species of CAPSI- 
CUM. 

8. CAYENNE PEPPER, CAYENNE, is the dried ripe fruit of CAPSI- 
CUM PRUTBSCENS L., CAPSICUM BACCATUM L., or some other small 
fruited species of CAPSICUM, and contains not less than fifteen (15) per 
cent of .non-volatile ether extract; not more than six and five-tenths (6.5) 
per cent of total ash; not more than five-tenths (0.5) per cent of ash insolu- 
ble In hydrochloric acid; not more than one and five-tenths (1.5) per cent 
of starch, and more than twenty-eight (28) per cent of crude fiber.

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9. PAPRIKA is the dried ripe fruit of CAPSICUM ANNUM L., or some 
other large-fruited species of CAPSICUM, excluding seeds and stems. 

10. CELERY SEED is the dried fruit of APIUM GRAVEOLENS L. 

11. CINNAMON is the dried bark of any species of genus CINNA- 
MOMUM from which the outer layers may or may not have been removed. 

12. TRUE CINNAMON is the dried inner bark of CINNAMOMUM 
ZEYLANICUM Breyne. 

13. CASSIA is the dried bark of various species of CINNAMOMUM 
other than CINNAMOMUM ZEYLANICUM, from which the outer layers may 
or may not have been removed. 

14. CASSIA BUDS are the dried immature fruit of species of CINNA- 
MOMUM. 

15. GROUND CINNAMON, GROUND CASSIA, is a powder consisting of 
cinnamon, cassia, or cassia buds, or a mixture of these spices, and contains 
not more than six (6) per cent of total ash and not more than two (2) per 
cent of sand. 

16. CORIANDER is the dried fruit of CORIANDRUM SATIVUM L. 

17. CUMINE SEED is the fruit of CUMINUM CYMINUM L. 

18. DILL SEED is the fruit of ANETHUM GRAVEOLENS. 

19. FENNEL is the fruit of FBONICULUM FOENICULUM (L.) Karst. 

20. GINGER is the washed and dried or decorticated and dried rhizome 
of ZINGIBER ZINGIBER (L.) Karst, and contains not less than forty-two 
(42) per cent of starch; not more than eight (8) per cent of crude fiber, not 
more than six (6) per cent of total ash, and not more than one (1) per cent 
of lime, and not more than three (3) per cent of ash insoluble in hydro- 
chloric acid 

21. LIMED GINGER, BLEACHED GINGER, is whole ginger coated with 
carbonate of lime and contains not more than ten (10) per cent of ash, 
not more than four (4) per cent of carbonate of lime, and conforms in other 
respects to the standard of ginger. 

22. HORSE RADISH is the root of RORIPA ARMORACIA (L.) Hitch- 
cock, either by itself or ground and mixed with vinegar. 

23. MACE is the dried arillus of MYRISTICA FRAGRANS, Houttuyn, 
and contains not less than twenty (20) nor more than thirty (30) per cent of 
non-volatile ether extract, not more than three (3) per cent of total ash, and 
not more than five-tenths (0.5) per cent of ash insoluble in hydrochloric 
acid, and not more than ten (10) per cent of crude fiber. 

24. MACASSAR MACE, PAPUA MACE, is the dried arillus of MYRI- 
STICA ARGENTEA Warb. 

25. BOMBAY MACE is the dried arillus of MYRISTICA MALABARICA 
Lamarck. 

26. MARJORAM is the leaf, flower and branch of MARJORANA MAJOR- 
ANA (L.) Kat*st. 

27. MUSTARD SEED: White mustard is the seed of SIN APIS ALBA 
L.; black mustard is the seed of BRASSICA NIGRA (L.) Koch; and black 
or brown mustard is the seed of. BRASSICA JUNCEA, Cosson. 

28. GROUND MUSTARD is a powder made from mustard seed, with or 
without the removal of the hulls and a portion of the fixed oil, and contains 
not more than two and five-tenths (2.5) per cent of starch and not more 
than eight (8) per cent of total ash. 

29. PREPARED MUSTARD, MUSTARD PASTE, is a paste composed 
of a mixture of ground mustard seed^or mustard flour with salt, spices and 
vinegar, and calculated free from water, fat and salt, contains not more than 
twenty-four (24) per cent of carbohydrates, calculated as starch, determined 
according to the official methods; not more than twelve (12) per cent of 
crude fiber nor less than thirty-five (35) per cent of protein, derived solely 
from the materials named 

30. NUTMEG is the dried seed of the MYRISTICA FRAGRANS, Hout- 
tuyn, deprived of its testa, with or without a thin coating of lime, and con- 
tains not less than twenty-five (25) per cent of non-volatile ether extract, 
not more than five (5) per cent of total ash, not more than five-tenths (0.5) 
per cent of ash insoluble in hydrochloric acid, and not more than ten (10) 
per cent of crude fiber. ' 
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31. MACASSAR NUTMEG, PAPUA NUTMEG, MALE NUTMEG, LONG 
NUTMEG, is the dried seed of MYRISTICA argentea, Warb, deprived of its 
testa. 

PEPPER. 

32. LONG PEPPER Is the dried fruit of PIPER LONGUM (L.). 

33. WHITE PEPPER is the dried mature berry of PIPER NIGRUM (L.) 
from which the outer coating or the outer and inner coatings have been 
removed and contains not less than six (6) per cent of non-volatile ether 
extract, not less than fifty (50) per cent of starch, not more than four (4) 
per cent of total ash, not more than five-tenths (0.5) per cent of ash insoluble 
In hydrochloric acid, and not more than five (5) per cent of crude fiber. 

34. SAFRON is the dried stigma of CROCUS SATIVUS (L.). 

35. SAGE is the leaf of SALVIA OFFICINALIS (L). 

36. SAVORY, SUMMER SAVORY, is the leaf, blossom and branch of 
SATUREJA HORTENSIS (L.). 

37. THYME is the leaf and tip of the blooming branches of THYMUS 
VULGARIS (L.). 

B. FLAVORING EXTRACTS. 

1. A FLAVORING EXTRACT is a Solution in ethyl alcohol of proper 
strength of the sapid and odorous principles derived from an aromatic plant, 
or parts of the plant, with or without its coloring matter, and conforms in 
name to the plant used in its preparation. 

2. ALMOND EJXTRACT is the flavoring extract prepared from oil of 
bitter almonds, free from hydrocyanic acid, and contains not less than one 
(1) per cent by volume of oil of bitter almonds. 

2a. OIL OF BITTER ALMONDS, commercial, is the volatile oil ob- 
tained from the seed of the bitter almond (AMYGDALUS COMMUNIS L.), 
the apricot (PRUNUS ARMENICA L.), or the peach (AMYGDALUS PER- 

SIC4 L.). 

3. ANISE EXTRACT is the flavoring extract prepared from oil of 
anise, and contains not less than three (3) per cent by volume of oil of 
anise. 

3a. OIL OF ANISE is the volatile oil obtained from the anise seed. . 

4. CELERY SEED EXTRACT is the flavoring extract prepared from 
celery seed or the oil of celery seed, or both, and contains not less than 
three-tenths (0.3) per cent by volume of oil of celery seed. 

4a. OIL Of celery SEED is the volatile oil obtained from celery 
seed. 

5. CASSIA EXTRACT is thie flavoring extract prepared from oil of 
cassia and contains not less than two (2) per cent by volume of oil of cassia. 

5a. OIL OF CASSIA is the lead-free volatile oil obtained from the 
leaves or bark of CINNAMOMUM CASSIA BL, and contains not less than 
seventy-five (75) per cent by weight of cinnamic aldehyde. 

6. CINNAMON EXTRACT is the flavoring extract, prepared from oil 
of cinnamon, and contains not less than two (2) per cent by volume of oil 
of cinnamon. 

6a. OIL OF CINNAMON is the lead-free volatile oil obtained from the 
bark of Ceylon cinnamon (CINNAMOMUM ZEYLANICUM Breynee) and con- 
tains not more than sixty-five (65) per cent by weight of cinnamic aldehyde 
and not more than ten (10) per cent by weight of eugenol. 

7. CLOVE EXTRACT is the flavoring extract prepared from oil of 
cloves, and contains not less than two (2) per cent by volume of oil of 
cloves. * 

7a. OIL OF CLOVES is the lead-free volatile oil obtained from cloves. 

8. GINGER EXTRACT is the flavoring extract prepared from ginger 
and contains in each one hundred (100) cubic centimeters the alcohol-soluble 
matters from not less than twenty (20) grams of ginger. 

9. OIL OF LEMON is the volatile oil obtained, by expression or alco- 
holic solution, from the fresh peel of the lemon (CITRUS LIMONUM L.), 
has an optical rotation (25 degrees C.) of not less than plus 60 degrees In a 
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100-millimeter tube, and contains not less than four (4) per cent by weight 
of citral. 

10. TBRPBNBLBSS EXTRACT OP LEMON is the flavoring extract pre- 
pared by shaking oil of lemon with dilute alcohol, or by dissolving terpene- 
less oil of lemon in dilute alcohol, and contains not less than two-tenths 
(0.2) per cent by weight of citral derived from oil of lemon. 

11. TERPENELESS OIL OF LEMON is oil of lemon from which all or 
nearly all of the terpenes have been removed. 

12. NUTMEG EXTRACT is the flavoring extract prepared from oil of 
nutmeg, and contains not less than two (2) per cent by volume of oil of 
nutmeg. 

13. OIL OP NUTMEG is the volatile oil obtained from nutmegs. 

14. OIL OP ORANGE is the volatile oil obtained, by expression or alco- 
holic solution, from the fresh peel of orange (CITRUS AURANTIUM L.), 
and has an optical rotation (25 degrees C.) of not less than plus 95 degrees 
in a 100-millimeter tube. 

15. TERPENELESS EXTRACT OP ORANGE is the flavoring extract 
prepared by shaking oil of orange with dilute alcohol, or by dissolving ter- 
peneless oil of orange in dilute alcohol, and corresponds in flavoring strength 
to orange extract 

16. TERPENELESS OIL OP ORANGE is oil of orange from which all 
or nearly all of the terpenes have been removed. 

17. PEPPERMINT EXTRACT is the flavoring extract prepared from oil 
of peppermint; or from peppermint, or both, and contains not less than three 
(3) per cent by volume of oil of peppermint. 

18. PEPPERMINT is the leaves and flavoring tops of MEl^THA PIPER- 
ITA (L.). 

19. OIL OP PEPPERMINT is the volatile oil obtained from peppermint 
and contains not less than flfty (50) per cent by weight of menthol. 

20. ROSE EIXTRACT is the flavoring extract prepared f roni Otto of Rose 
with or without red rose petals, and contains not less than four-tenths (0.4) 
per cent by volume of Otto of Rose. 

21. OTTO OP ROSES is the volatile oil obtained from the petals of 
ROSA DAMASCBNA Mill., R. CENTIPOLIA (L.), or R. MOSCHATA Herrm. 

22. SAVORY EXTRACT is the flavoring extract prepared from oil of 
savory, or from savory, or both, and contains not less than thirty-flve hun- 
dredths (0.35) per cent by volume of oil of savory. 

23. OIL OF SAVORY is the volatile oil obtained from savory. 

24. SPEARMINT EXTRACT is the flavoring extract prepared from oil 
of spearmint, or from spearmint, or both, and contains not less than three 
(3) per cent by volume of oil of spearmint 

25. SPEARMINT is the leaves and flavoring tops of MENTHA SPICATA 
(L.). 

26. OIL OP SPEARMINT is the volatile oil obtained from spearmint. 

27. STAR ANISE EXTRACT is the flavoring extract prepared from oil 
of star anise, and contains not less than three (3) per cent by volume of oil 
of star anise 

28. OIL OP STAR ANISE Is the volatile oil distilled from the fruit of 
the star anise (ILLICIUM VERUM Hook). 

29. SWEET BASIL EXTRACT is the flavoring extract prepared from 
oil of sweet basil, or from sweet basil, or both, and contains not less than 
one-tenth (0.1) per cent by volume of oil of sweet basil. 

30. SWEET BASIL, BASIL, is the leaves and tops of OCYMUM BASIL- 
ICUM (L.). 

31. OIL OP SWEET BASIL is the volatile oil obtained from basil. 

32. SWEET MARJORAM EXTRACT, MARJORAM EXTRACT, is the 
flavoring extract prepared from the oil of marjoram, or from marjoram, or 
both, and contains not less than one (1) per cent by volume of oil of mar- 
joram. 

33. OIL OP MARJORAM is the volatile oil obtained from marjoram. 

34. THYME EXTRACT is the flavoring extract prepared from oil of 
thyme, or from thyme, or both, and contains not less than two-tenths (0.2) 
per cent by volume of oil of thyme. 
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35. OIL OP THYME Is the volatile oil obtained from thyme. 

36. TONKA EXTRACT is the flavoring extract prepared from tonka 
bean, with or without sugar or glycerin, and contains not less than one- 
tenth (0.1) per cent by weight of coumarin extracted from the tonka bean, 
together with a corresponding proportion of the other soluble matters 
thereof 

37. TONKA BEANS is the seed of COUMAROUNA ODORATA Aublet 

38. VANILLA BEAN is the dried, cured fruit of VANILLA PLANI- 
FOLIA Andrews. 

39. WINTERGREEN EIXTRACT is the flavoring extract prepared from 
oil of wintergreen, and contains not less than three (3) per 6ent by volume 
of oil of wintergreen. 

40. OIL OF WINTERGREEN is the volatile oil distilled from the leaves 
of the GAULTHERIA PROCUMBENS (L.). 

C. EDIBLE VEGETABLE OILS AND FATS. 

1. VIRGIN OLIVE OIL is olive oil pbtained from the flrst pressing of 
carefully selected hand-picked olives. 

2. COTTONSEED OIL is the oil obtained from the seeds of cotton 
plants (GOSSYPIUM HIRSUTUM L., G. BARBADBNSE L., or G. HBR- 
BACEUM L.) and subjected to the usual refining processes; is free from 
rancidity, has a refractive index (25 degrees C.) not less than one and forty- 
seven hundred ten-thousandths (1.4700) and not exceeding one and forty- 
seven hundred and twenty-five ten-thousandths (1.4725), and an Iodine 
number not less than one hundred and four (104) and not exceeding one 
hundred and ten (110). 

3. "WINTER YELLOW" COTTONSEED OIL is expressed cottonseed oil 
from which a portion of the stearin has been separated by chilling and 
pressure, and has an iodine number not less than one hundred and ten (110) 
and not exceeding one hundred and sixteen. (116). 

4. PEANUT OIL, ARACHIS OIL, EARTHNUT OIL, is the oil obtained 
from the peanut (ARACHIS HYPCX^AEA L.) and subjected to the usual 
refining processes; is free from rancidity; has a refractive index (25 degrees 
C.) not less than one and forty-six hundred and ninety ten-thousandths 
(1.4690) and not exceeding one and forty-seven hundred and seven ten- 
thousandths (1.4707); and an iodine number not less than eighty-seven (87) 
and not exceeding one hundred (100). 

5. "COLD DRAWN" PEANUT OIL is peanut oil obtained by pressure 
without heating. 

6. SESAME OIL, GINGILI OIL, TEEL OIL, is the oil obtained from 
the seeds of the sesame plants (SESAMUM ORIETALE L., and S. RADIA- 
TUM Schum. and Thonn.) and subjected to the usual refining processes; is 
free from rancidity; has a refractive index (25 degrees C.) not less than 
^ne and forty-seven hundred and four ten-thousandths (1.4704) and not 
exceeding one and forty-seven hundred and seventeen ten-thousandths 
(1.4717) ; and an iodine number not less than one hundred and three (103) 
and not exceeding one hundred and twelve (112). 

7. "COLD-DRAWN" SESAME OIL is oil obtained by pressure without 
heating. 

8. POPPYSEED OIL is the oil obtained from the seed of poppy 
(PAPAVER SOMNIFERUM L.) subjected to the usual refining processes and 
free from ranciditv 

9. WHITE POPPYSEED OIL, "COLD-DRAWN" POPPYSEED OIL, is 
poppyseed oil of the flrst pressing without heating. 

10. COCOANUT OIL is the oil obtained from the kernels of the cocoanut 
(COCOS NUCIFERA L.) and subjected to the usual refining processes and 
free from rancidity. 

11. COCHINE OIL is cocoanut oil prepared in Cochin (Malabar). 

12. CEYLON OIL is cocoanut oil prepared in Ceylon. 

13. COPRA OIL is cocoanut oil prepared from copra, the dried kernels 
of the cocoanut. 
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14. RAPESEED OIL, COLZA OIL, is the oil obtained from the seeds of 
the rape plant (BRASSICA NAPUS L.) and subjected to the usual refining 
processes and free from rancidity. 

15. "COLD-DRAWN" RAPESEED OIL is rapeseed oil obtained by. the 
first pressing without heating. 

16. SUNFLOWER OIL is the oil obtained from the seeds of the sun- 
flower (HELIANTHUS ANNTJUS L.) and subjected to the usual refining 
processes and free from rancidity. 

17. "COLD-DRAWN" SUNFLOWER OIL is a sunflower oil obtained by 
the first pressing without heating. 

18. MAIZE OIL, CORN OIL, is the oil obtained from the germ of the 
maize (ZEA MATS L.) and subjected to the usual refining processes and 
free from rancidity. 

19. COCOA BUTTER, CACAO BUTTER is the fat obtained from roasted 
sound cocoa beans and subjected ^to the usual refining processes; is free 
from rancidity, has a refractive Index (40 degrees C.) of not less than one 
and forty-five hundred and sixty-six ten-thousandths (1.4566) and not exceed- 
ing one and forty-five hundred and ninety-eight ten thousandths (1.4598) 
and an iodine number not less than thirty-three (33) and not exceeding 
thirty-eight (38) ; and a melting point not lower than 30 degrees C. and not 
higher than 35 degrees C. 

20. COTTONSEED OIL STEARIN is the solid product made by chilling 
cottonseed oil and separating the solid portion by filtration, with or without 
pressure, and having an Iodine number not less than eighty-five (85) and 
not more than one hundred (100). 

E. TEA, COFFEE, AND COCOA PRODUCTS. 

TEA. 

1. TEA is the leaves and leaf buds of difCerent species of THEA, pre- 
pared by the usual trade processes of fermenting, drying and firing; meets 
the provisions of the Act of Congress approved March 2, 1897, and the regu- 
lations made in conformity therewith (Treasury Department Circular 16, 
February 6, 1905); conforms in variety and place of production to the name 
it bears, and contains not less than four (4) nor more than seven (7) per 
cent of ash. 

COFFEE. 

1. COFFEE is the seed of COFFEA ARABICA L. or COFFBA LIBER- 
ICA Bull, freed from all but a small portion of its spermoderm and conforms 
in variety and place of p roduction to the name it bears. 

2. ROASTED COFFEE is coffee which by the action of heat has become 
brown and developed its characteristic aroma, and contains not less than ten 
(10) per cent of fat and not less than three (3) per cent of ash. 

COCOA AND COCOA PRODUCTS. 

l! COCOA BEANS are the seeds of the cacao tree THEOBROMA 
CACAO L. 

2. COCOA NIBS, CRACKED COCOA, Is the roasted, broken bean freed 
from its shell or husk. 

3. CHOCOLATE, PLAIN CHOCOLATE, BITTER CHOCOLATE, CH(XJO- 
LATE LIQUOR, BITTER CHOCOLATE COATINGS, is the solid or plastic 
mass obtained by grinding cocoa nibs without the removal of fat or other 
constituents except the germ, and contains not more than three (3) per cent 
of ash insoluble In water, three and fifty hundredths (3.50) per cent of crude 
fiber, and nine (9) per cent of starch, and not less than forty-five (45) per 
cent of cocoa fat. 

4. SWEET CHOCOLATE, SWEET CHOCOLATE COATINGS, is choco- 
late mixed with sugar (sucrose), with or without the addition of cocoa 
butter, spices or other fiavorlng materials, and contains in the sugar and fat 
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free residue no higher percentage of either ash, flher, or starch than is 
found in the sugar and fat free residue of chocolate. 

5. COCOA, POWDERED COCOA, is cocoa nibs, with or without the 
germ, deprived of a portion of its fat and finely pulverized, and contains per- 
centages of ash, crude fiber, and starch corresponding to those in chocolate 
after correction for fat removed. 

6. SWEET COCOA, SWEETENED COCOA, is cocoa mixed with sugar 
(sucrose) and contains not more than sixty (60) per cent of sugar (sucrose), 
and in the sugar and fat free residue no higher percentage of either ash, 
crude fiber, or starch than is found in the sugar and fat free residue of 
chocolate. 

F. VINEGAR. 

1. CORN SUGAR OR GLUCOSE VINEGAR is the product made by the 
alcoholic and subsequent acetous fermentations of solutions of starch sugar 
or glucose, is dextro-rotary, and contains in one hundred (100) cubic centi- 
meters (20° C.) not less than four (4) grams of acetic acid. 

2. DISTILLED VINEGAR is the product made by the acetous fermen- 
tation of dilute distilled alcohol and contains in one hundred (100) cubic 
centimeters (20° C.) not less than four (4) grams of acetic acid. 

III. SALT. 

1. TABLE SALT, DAIRY SALT, is fine grained crystalline salt contain- 
ing on a water-free basis not more than one four-tenths (1.4) per cent of 
calcium sulphate (CaS04), nor more than five-tenths (0.5) per cent of cal- 
cium and magnesium chlorids (CaCla and MgCl^), nor more than one-tenth 
(0.1) per cent of matters insoluble in water. 

Note. For standards for Milk, Cream, Maple Sugar, Honey, Cloves, Black 
Pepper, Lemon E3xtract, • Orange Extract, Vanilla Extract, Olive Oil, Cider 
Vinegar, Wine Vinegar, Malt Vinegar see new revised Illinois Dairy and 
Food laws of 1907, as amended 1909, 1911 and 1915. 

The commission has under consideration the formation of Standards for 
Molasses, Corn Sugar or Starch Sugar, Corn Sirup or Glucose, Pickles, Wines,, 
and Sugar Vinegar.
